We are in receipt of Mr.G.W.T.Combs' letter of May 10th 
together with a copy of letter from the Issue Department of the Anglo- 
Palestine Bank, Tel-Aviv, and in which they advise of 22 missing 500 Mil 
Notes from a band of 100. 


J have made a very careful examination of all Control 
Records on the order as well as the employees involved. No irregularities 
are disclosed. 


Blank paper was double counted out of stock, counted into 
the Litho Printing and into the Money Order, was numbered, again counted 
in sheets of 100, numbers checked and Kraft paper inserted every 100 sheets. 
As each skid of 5,000 was completed it went to the paper cutter, who again . 
counted the sheets, cut in strips and then l-on. 


From the cutter the Notes went to the bander and wrapper. 
She checked the first and last number of each 100 Notes, banded it, then 
banded 10 - 100‘'s in bands of 1,000 and checked first and last number of 
these. The operator then wrapped 10 bands of 1,000 in Kraft paper, pasted 
the label indicating the first and last number in the packages on the end. 
Five packages of 10,000 were then put in tin lined cases, the cases were all 
completely soldered - in the cage within the view of the Foreman. 


There were no makeups in the 1,000 Notes where the 22 Notes 
were said to be missing. 


The only possible place where anything irregular could have 
occurred was in the banding. This most certainly would have to have been 
intentional as 22 missing Notes in a band of 100 would be only about three- 
quarters the thickness of the other bands. The girl who banded these Notes 
has a splendid record with nothing against her, She came to us from the 
burney Biscuit Company where she had worked over six years and was a super- 
visor. The Personnel Director of that Company said she had been most 
satisfactory in every respect. The reason for leaving there was because 
of a plant shut-down. 


While such things as this can happen regardless of controls, 
we are of the opinion these Notes were not taken in our plant.

We regret that it was not possible for you to verify the contents

Responding to yours of April 3rd, we would explain that our bark 
note paper contains certain planchettes to render the paper distinctive 
for our product. 


These planchettes are of different composition and color, and some 
of them reveal a fluorescence when exposed to ultra-violet light. This 
fluorescent factor, however, is coincidental and was never intended to be 
the sole means of determining the genuineness of a note. 


fhe substance of these plenchettes is very delicate and it is true that, 
after a note has been exposed to extensive usage and to light, the fluores- 
cence diminishes accordingly. 


We do not find that the fluorescent factor is affected or restored by 
the cleaning or washing of the notes with alcohol or bengoi. The planchettes 
themselves continue to be present in the paper, except those which at the 
time of manufacture may have besn deposited sore or less on the surface anc 
have been rubbed off by ebrasion in usage. It is the fluorescent factor 
only that has become weakened by usage and exposure to light. “hen held 
against a strong light, the planchettes which are still embedded in the 
paper will show through as opaque, dark points.
